Having thus 
seized the oyster, 
Just exactly what happens next even 
our scientists do not exactly know. 
The two shells of the oyster are held 
together by « hinge which is opened 
by « spring. The spring is so ad- 
juste! that the shells will be pushed 
open unless they are held together by 
the muscles, Some scientists tell us 
that after the starfish has held the 
oyster for awhile the oyster opens its 
shell in order to get food and the 
starfish that has been waiting for 
this now injects into the shell a lit- 
tle reddish liquid. This acts as 4 
poison, paralyzing the museles and 
thus making it impossible for the an- 
imal to close its shell, Others tell 
us that the process is simpler and 
that the starfish simply holds the 
shell tightly together until the oyster 
is amothered. As soon as it ia stune- 
tied by the suffocation the muscles 
relax and the shell opens. 

Whichever of these two aceounta is 
true, it is certain that after a little 
the oyster shells fly open, Now comes 
the oddest feature of all, The stom- 
ach of the starfish is very Iarge and 
elastic, and it is now thrown out of 


the animal’s mouth much as one 
would turn a bag inside out. This 
stomach is then thrust within the 


oyster shell and wrapped around the 
soft animal, beginning at once to ci- 
vost it. The starfish does not take the 
trouble even to remove the 9 oyster 
from its shell, digesting it in’ its 
own way and eventually crawling 
away, leaving behind the gaping,
